Garrison Claims Proof 

Of the three other men 
called into Garrison’s office 
this week under subpoena, two 
left after being questioned and 
the third, retired business exe- 
cutive Clay L. Shaw, was 
booked on conspiracy to com- 
mit murder. 

Garrison has said several 
times he will prove President 
John F. Kennedy, was assassi- 
nated Nov. 22, 19ro, as the cul- 
mination of a conspiracy 
started in New Orleans. 

In an application for a war- 
rant to search Shaw’s home, 
the District Attorney’s office 
said it had evidence that 
Shaw, Lee Harvey Oswald and 
free-lance pilot David W. Fer- 
rie met at Ferrle’s apartment 
here in Septemlier, 1963, and 
agreed “to kill John F. Ken- 
nedy.” Ferrie died last week 
in his apartment here. 


Court Shift Studied 

Shaw, 54, former managing 
director of the New Orlens 
International Trade Mart, has 
emphatically denied any such 
participation.
